Mr. Crowell has been well known 
here in the numberless institutions 
with which he has been connected. In 
1913, Superintendent of Schools, Dr.

Crowell as sub-master at the Pierce 
School, then under the leadership of 
Carroll R. Reed, the present superin- 
tendent of schools in Akron, Ohio. Mr. 
Crowell held the position but a year, 
having arrived at the end of that time 
to the conclusion that a college de- 
gree was essential to educational suc- 
cess. He had received his diploma 
from the State Normal School at 
Salem, and was soon to be awarded 
his bachelor’s degree in science at 
Harvard. This summer he will com- 
plete his work for the master’s de- 
gree in education from Harvard.

Another “short” session of the 
Board of Aldermen was held on Mon- 
day evening, the Board not adjourning 
until 12.117 A. M. 

The principal business of the even- 
ing was the matter of the High School 
alterations and the matter of a site 
for a new Junior High School, which 
have been before the Board for some 
time. An appropriation of $46,409.77 
was made for alterations at the Classi- 
cal High School, changing certain lab- 
oratories into class-rooms, and $10,- 
899.65 was appropriated for equip- 
ment. $1,000 additional was appro- 
priated as architect’s fees. It was 
stated that the contractor had made a 
mistake in his bid for these alter- 
ations, hut did not wish to withdraw it, 
and it was decided that an appropria-. 
tlon should be made in accordance 
with this bid, and if unable to fulfill 
the contract an additional appropria- 
tion would have to be made. 

There was discussion relative to a 
site for a new Junior High School for 
the West Newton-Auburndale-Waban- 
Lower Falls District. Alderman 
George W. Pratt as Chairman of the 
Special Committee on New School 
Buildings, stated that his committee 
favored a site on Washington street, 
West Newton, at the head of Auburn 
street, near Myrtle street. He stated 
that this land could be acquired with- 
out litigation, which would mean the 
saving of time, an important item at 
this time with the schools so crowded. 
Alderman Heathcote as Chairman of 
the Special Committee to select a site 
for the new Junior High School be- 
lieved that this land was not the prop- 
er location for a school of the type 
which it was desired to erect, it being 
low land requiring much filling and 
grading, — also it would not be so con- 
venient for the Waban and Lower 
Falls children. He believed that a 
building of this kind should be built 
on high land in a prominent place. 
He favored the taking of the Atkin- 
son property at the corner of Com- 
monwealth avenue and Washington 
street, which he believed could he ob- 
tained for not more .titan ten or 
twelve thousand dollars more than the 
other site, taking into consideration 
the fact that it would not require so 
much grading. He stated that this 
location was favored by t be Planning 
Board, the School Committee, civic 
bodies in Auburndale and architects. 
After discussion, it was voted that 
hearings be held on July 14th, 1924, 
on the matter of taking both sites, the 
decision as to which land to be taken 
to be made at that time. 

Hearing was held on petition of the

der granting same was subsequently 
adopted. 

Mr. W. H. Coan, president of the 
Newton Highlands Improvement As- 
sociation, spoke in favor of the wid- 
ening of Lincoln street at the west- 
erly corner of Hartford street, Newton 
Highlands. 

No one appeared at the hearing on 
the laying out and acceptance of Gay 
street, Newtonville, and orders author- 
izing the acceptance of the street and 
appropriating $2782 were adopted. 

No one appeared at the hearing on 
the matter of amending Sections 565 
and B74 of the Zoning Ordinance and 
subsequently upon motion of Aider- 
man Madden, said amendments were 
adopted. 

These amendments provide for al- 
lowing greater height for non-resi- 
dential buildings, and give the power 
to the Board of Aldermen instead of 
the Public Buildings Commissioner to 
grant special permits for building on 
corner lots. 

The Mayor recommended that Low- 
ell avenue. Newtonville. he designated 
as a street under which the Edison 
Company shall put underground con- 
duits for their wires. This was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Franchises 
and Licenses.

NEWTON HOSPITAL 


For week ending June 28: — Patients 
in hospital. 114: patients paying as 
much or more than cost of care, 52; 
those paying less than cost of care. 
•10; free patients (including babies)

out patient department, 72; social ser- 
vice calls at hospital, 19; at homes, 
12; patients transported by social ser- 
vice car, 9. 

Miss Winslow, the assistant dieti- 
cian at the hospital, has left, and is to 
continue studying the matter of diets 
at Simmons after a vacation. 

A pediatric clinic, one devoted to 
the diseases of children, is to be es- 
tablished at the hospital. It is to be 
held on the afternoons of Tuesdays 
and Thursdays between the hours of 
2 and 1. Dr. Henry Keever is to be 
In charge at the beginning. In the 
fall when the schools reopen, there 
is to be a clinic for troubles and di- 
seases of the eyes. 

At the trustees meeting last Mon- 
day there was an unusually good at- 
tendance. twenty-four of the members 
-of the hoard being present. 

The Newton Medical Club held a 
special meeting at the hospital Mon- 
day evening, the Know More Kokki 
Club putting its meeting off until 
Tuesday evening. 

As a site for the new power house, 
the hospital has bought from the Bos- 
ton & Albany a tract of land back of 
the present power house. 

Dr. Dwyer and Dr. May completed 
their terms of service as hospital offi- 
cers with the first of July. Their suc- 
cessors are Dr. Pickwick from Tufts 
and Dr. LeFurgy from Boston Uni- 
versity. 

The men's ward, which has been 
used to only 30 per cent of its capa- 
city. is to be divided into semi-pri- 
vate rooms, three to be single bed 
rooms and two two bed rooms. This 
change is brought about because more 
und more the patients who go to the 
hospital prefer to pay at least a part 
of the cost of their care rather than 
be treated as free patients in wards. 
This growth in self-dependency is an 
encouraging development, and one 
the hospital wishes in every way to 
help along. 

One of the private rooms in the 
Mellen Bray ward is to be made over 
into a dressing room for X-Ray pa- 
tients. 

The outsides of Ellison Hall, Foun- 
ders and the Nurses’ Home are to be 
painted. 

The trustees at their meeting on 
Monday decided upon remedying at 
•once a condition at the Nurses’ Home 
that has long needed attention. At 
present at the Home there Is only one 
bath room for every fourteen nurses; 
as soon as possible increased bath- 
ing and toilet facilities are to be pro- 
v ided. 

Dr. Philip Warren Blake of Andover, 
a former officer at the Newton Hospi- 
tal, was married on Sunday, June 29, 
to Miss Marguret Keath Lusk, the 
daughter of Rev. and Mrs. Isaiah S.

“They're all bluff- 
ing,” said he, without hesitation. “‘You 
should see mine; I have the best roses 
in Newton.” We make it a rule to 
avoid disputes, and so we made no 
attempt to contradict him. We knew 
that if we did, he might call upon us 
to act as judge and jury, and that 
would indeed he embarassing. Plainly 
we could not go about in our city tell- 
ing first one and then another that 
their roses were superior to all others. 
Someone would get wise to us finally, 
and then we would he worse off than 
if we had held our tongue. And that 
is our position at the present writing. 

The War of the Roses” in Newton 
will have to be fought without our en- 
listment on anybody’s side. 


What was once looked upon as an 
act of an eccentric mind is now so 
common practice that few give heed 
to it. We refer to the custom of going 
about bareheaded. The women, bless 
’em. have had a marvelous advantage 
of the men for some years, in that 
their uncovered tresses were a more 
agreeable sight than even the creation 
of the most fashionable and high- 
priced milliner. But the men, who 
were slow in following their lead, had 
more to overcome. It took a great 
deal more courage to. expose to public 
gaze a head that was semi-hairless, 
and therefore not especially thrilling 
as a source of admiration.

The movie hero is still required to 
own his own hair, and plenty of it. 
Indeed, we saw a moving picture the 
other night, in which there was a 
hero with long hair. It was so long, 
as a matter of fact, that our compan- 
ion, who is more familiar with such 
matters, insisted that he had been in- 
dustrious in the use of a curling iron. 
But this is not what we started out to 
discuss. We wish to declare ourselves 
strongly in behalf of the custom of 
men not wearing hats. The papers 
have had a good deal to say of late 
regarding a feature of women's ward- 
robe that is said to have been aban- 
doned by most women, and is never 
to return. For that reason we 
think the men should again hop 
into line They could show their in- 
dependence with hats, if not with 
other features of their dress. The 
hatters might kick, and we might read 
that it was had form. And yet we feel 
that in the pleasant weather men do 
not need hats — at least not right 
around home, or when driving or 
playing golf, mowing the lawn and 
strolling down to the village, or the 
like. Our motto for men — offered 
merely as a suggestion — would he 
“Hats Off More Often."

HERE.” 


Among the* light literature imposed 
upon the* public the* present Summer 
is some that is so light, that wo won- 
der how it manuges to establish con- 
tact with mother earth. We refer to 
the autobiographies of political candi- 
dates. In order to impress the elector- 
ate, according to the candidate’s fav- 
orite formula, he discloses his uge (if 
not too young or too old to he taken 
seriously) and then his birthplace, the 
schools which ho uttended und col- 
lege from which he was graduated. 
Usuully there is a hiatus, und the next 
matter of record is his qualifications 
for the job. If he happens to he u 
lawyer, lie points out that his trululng 


iu the legal ffrofes.sion will prove a 
great asset and work to the advantage 
of his prospective constituents. If lie 
is not a lawyer, he usually calls atten- 
tion to the fact that “there should he 
a business man. etc.." on the ticket, 
or in the office to which lie aspires. 
If he has in years past yielded to the 
urgitigs of some committee appointed 
to raise funds for a worthy cause, he 
manages to gej before the voters the 
fact that he is liberal in his donations. 
If he is not noted for generosity, he 
refers to himself ns “practical” or 
"conservative.” In justice to physi- 
cians and dentists wo will say that 
they seldom aspire to public office. We 
never knew whether they were too 
busy or too timid to run. We believe, 
however, they show wisdom in staying 
out of the field. The public somehow 
or other has an Idea that lawyers just 
naturally ought to he candidates, and 
that business men have a right to seek 
office under certain circumstances. 
But medical doctors and dentists are 
supposed — as we interpret the public 
mind — to tend to their knitting. We 
have often thought that if the physi- 
cian or dental candidate could have 
the united support of all the people 
who owe him money, he would have 
a wide majority over his opponent. 
However, we were talking of political 
autobiographies, several of which have 
been brought to our attention of late. 
Our conclusion is brief, for we are 
of the opinion that the less said of 
them, the better. 

We have read over the bonus blanks 
that World War veterans are required 
to fill out, in order to obtain compen- 
sation due them. After a study of the 
exhaustive questionnaire that must he 
completely filled out we pause to won- 
der if the amount that is eventually 
paid is sufficient reward for the task 
involved.

A SI K IBE 


Despondent because he had worked 
only four days a week for some time, 
Charles M. Scolley of 151 Worcester 
street, Boston, committed suicide by 
hanging himself from a tree in the 
Hammond woods, Newton, late Satur- 
day night or early Sunday morning. 
The body was discovered at 6.40 
o’clock Sunday morning by Bernard 
Birmingham of 721 Heath street, 
Brookline, who was taking a short cut 
along the bridle path from Boylston 
street to Beacon street, near Chestnut 
street. 

The body was on the ground, with 
one-half of the rope tied around the 
neck, while a broken end hung from 
the hough of a tree. Medical Exam- 
iner George E. West pronounced the 
man a suicide, and declared that he 
probably had climbed the tree and 
jumped from the bough.

The 
body was taken to the Newton Hos- 
pital Morgue.

Osage Indians Tallest of 
Tribes of North America 

Missouri, unlike ninny other states, 
never had a large number of Indians, 
Indian tribes, or warlike chiefs of 
ability. The Osage Indians were the 
only tribe peculiar to anti historically 
native In Missouri. The “Mlssourls,” 
who took their name from the river, 
were living there when Marquette and 
Joliet made their famous trip In 1073, 
but they had originally gone there 
from the vicinity of Green Bay, Wls. 
They were never a strong tribe, 
writes Raymond W. Thorp In "Adven- 
ture." 

Other Indian tribes In Missouri 
came late, as the Sauks, Foxes and 
Delawares. These originated east of 
the Mississippi anti settled In Missouri 
during the Spanish period. 

The Osages were the distinctive In- 
dians of Missouri, nnd well might the 
state be proud of them. The great 
artist, Cutlin, states that the Osages 
were "tlie tallest race of men in 
North America, either of red or white 
skins." Few Osage braves were under 
six feet in height, many were six feet 
six inches, and some were seven feet 
tall. They were well proportioned anti 
good looking, and In movement they 
were quick and graceful. In war and 
the chase they equaled any. Although 
living close to the white man for dec- 
ndes they late retained their primi- 
tive customs and dress. 

First Almanacs Not the 
Bulky Thing Now Issued 

What would tlie American colonials 
of 300 years ago think of the output 
today of calendars and almanacs? If 
piled on top of one another they would 
probably reach to the moon each year, 
says Esther Singleton in the Antiqua- 
rian of New York. The almanac, 
which is a compendium of useful in- 
formation, Is now ft bulky volume 
issued by several firms and newspa- 
pers, hut had its origin in very small 
beginnings. Samuel Dsinforth seems 
to have started tlie fashion in 1(548, 
when John Eliot was beginning to 
preach to the Indians, and tlie settlers, 
menaced by tlie IVquots, lived with a 
Bible in one hand and a "blunderbus” 
in the other. 

The first almanacs were very small 
and printed in tin* finest type, now so 
faded that it is difHcult to read them, 
ev< a with tin' aid "L a magnifying 
glass. But tin original copy will speak 
of many things to one fortunate 
enough to handle it. and carry si 
Twentieth-century antiquarian back to 
the days when America was very 
young indeed. These almanacs were 
first of sill ‘‘astronomical*’ and full 
of elucidations useful to tlie vicinity 
where they were printed. Gradually 
"lighter" features were added, culmi- 
nating in tin* wit and wisdom, satire 
and philosophy of Benjamin Franklin 
in 1733. 


Source of Mississippi 

Henry Rowe Schoolcraft. American 
traveler and ethnologist, believed that 
In the discovery of Lake Itasca, Minn., 
he had reached the extreme head of 
the Mississippi river. lie published 
his discovery t«> tlie world, and it was 
generally accepted on his authority. 
Lake Itasca was, and is. laid down in 
maps as tlie source of the Father of 
Waters. 

In 1881 Capt. Willard Glazier organ- 
ized an expedition to proceed to the 
headwaters of the Mississippi. The re- 
sult was the discovery of a body of 
water lying immediately south of 
Lake Itasca and emptying into the 
latter through a perennial stream, the 
mouth of which was entirely con- 
cealed by a dense growth of lake 
vegetation and fallen trees. 

This body of water is now known 
as Lake Glazier and the discoverer 
claimed for it that it was tlie primal 
reservoir, or ultimate source, of tlie 
Mississippi river. — Detroit News.

During his college work, Mr. Crow- 
ell will be remembered by West New- 
ton people, as the director of young 
people’s work at the Second Church, 
Rev. J. Edgar Park, minister. 

When the war came, Mr. Crowell, 
then a student in Harvard, entered 
"A"' work, and later enlisted in the 
302nd Battalion, Heavy Tanks, in the 
U. S. Army. He was thirteen months 
in France. 

In 1919, the war over. Mrs. Ellery 
Peabody of W. Newton, recommended 
Mr. Crowell to the schools’ superin 
tendent. Ulysses G. Wheeler, for the 
principalship of the small Roger Wol- 
cott building in Waban. Since that 
time, his educational advance has been 
phenomenal. In five year^ time he 
has been promoted to the active lead- 
ership of four buildings, forty teach- 
ers. and over eleven hundred pupils, 
It will lie difficult to find the man 
to fill the position Mr. Crowell leaves 
in our Newton schools. 

At the Second Church. Mr. Crowell 
has aided Rev. J. Edgar Park, by act- 
ing as the Superintendent of the 
Church School, directing the young 
people’s society and work, by serving 
in the executive committee, and being 
scout master of Troop 7. Boy Scouts 

In the community he has served as 
Trustee of the West Newton Music 
School. Secretary of the Newton Cen- 
tral Council, member of the Finance 
Committee of the Xorumbega District 
Sunday School Association. Secretary 
of the Newton Schoolmasters’ Club. 
Song Leader of the West Newton 
Men’s Club and has helped in the 
past in every fine cause. 

In commenting upon the situation. 
Mr. Crowell said. “As director of the 
department of educational research 
and guidance in the Springfield 
schools, my opportunities to render 
service will be tremendously in- 
creased. It will be possible to help 
twenty-five thousand school children. 
The task will involve every phase of 
educational work, financial, statistical, 
educational, and social. Dr. Zenos E. 
Scott, Superintendent of the Spring- 
field schools, is a recognized leader 
in education throughout the country, 
and I shall be in constant personal 
contact with him. 

“Naturally,” he continued, “I can- 
not leave Newton without much sad- 
ness. mingled with my joy.

Botli Mr. Wheeler 
and Mr. Park have been most kindly 
and patient with my weak efforts. 
With Miss Bragg, I have found a con- 
stant friend. To leave them all, were 
impossible unless larger opportunity 
for service presented itself. It has, — 
and I mean to enter it with enthusi- 
asm and a willingness to work hard 
in the greatest of all service, educa- 
tion.”

Navajo Monument in 

Northwestern Arizona 

The Navajo national monument is 
within the great and little known Nnv- 
njo Indian reservation In northeastern 
Arizona. It comprises tracts of land, 
each of which contains the ruins of 

remarkable prehistoric cave pueblo 
or clifT dwelling in a good state of 
preservation. These are known ns Be- 
tnfakln (the Navajo name of siile- 
hlll house), Kltsll (meaning broken 
pottery) nnd Inscription house. The 
latter ruin derives its name from an 
Inscription scratched into the clay 
plaster of a wall. It reads: “S-hapeiro 
Ano-Dom 1001.” 

Betntakln is situated nt nn elevation 
of 7,000 feet in a great cave 450 feet 
long, with a ninximum depth of 150 
feet, In the side of a soft, red sand- 
stone cliff, which forms the walls of 
most picturesque and benutiful 
canyon, says the Detroit News. The 
nve roof projects far out over the 
village, which orlginnlly contained 120 
rooms nnd occupied every foot of 
building space, but is so high that 
swirling storms have caused shrub- 
bery to grow up to the very founda- 
tions of the ancient homes. 

Kltsll Is the largest of the cave 
pueblos nnd is appropriately named, ns 
the open spaces between the apart- 
ments are strewn with broken pottery 
of the finest type produced by the an- 
cient cl I IT dwellers. The village com- 
pletely fills a cave 350 feet long nnd 
50 feet deep. There are 148 rooms in 
all. Similar circular ceremonial 
chnmbers or kivns at the front of the 
cave and below the level of its floor 
indicate that the tribe occupying It 
was different from the clan that lived 
at Botutaldn, ns in the latter there nre 
rooms of this type. Kitsil is situ- 
nted In a wooded canyon, the walls of 
which are warmly colored. 


DEATH OE MIL PUTTER 


Herbert Sturgis Potter, for twenty- 
six years engaged in the electrical en- 
gineering and contracting business in 
Boston, died in that city on Sunday. 

Mr. Potter was born in Newton on 
November 1.8, 1S6S. He was descended 
from one of the oldest Newton families 
and was the son of John Sturgis Pot- 
ter and Emily (Woodward) Potter, 
His grandfather on his father’s side 
was John Cheney Potter of the leather 
firm of Potter. White, and Bialey, 
which was well known in that indus- 
try nearly a century ago. 

After attending the Newton schools, 
Mr. Potter entered the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology and after com- 
pleting his education, went into the 
electrical establishment of his father 
in South Market street, Boston. After 
his father’s death, Mr. Potter moved 
the business to 238-240 State street 
where lie carried it on under his own 
name. His concern had executed some 
of the largest electrical contracts in 
this vicinity. 

Surviving him are his widow, a son. 
Herbert S. Potter. Jr., and a daughter, 
Mrs. Emily P. Hudson, the wife of 
Samuel D. Hudson, a Boston attorney. 

Mr. Potter was always interested in 
nautical matters and was active in 
yachting circles. He helped to organ- 
ize the Boston Yacht Club at Hull and 
was a member of the Corinthian Yacht 
Club at Marblehead Neck. He be- 
longed to the Engineer’s Club and to 
l H e Boston Athletic Association.

Dairymen of Jutland 

Find Co-operation Pays 

Rnnders is a city of 27,000 inhab- 
itants situated in the east central part 
of Jutland, writes E. F. Frazier in the 
Southern Workman. The co-operative 
dairy located there is an excellent ex- 
ample of how producers and consum- 
ers can meet in co-operative enter- 
prises. 

This dairy wns established in 1013. 
At present it receives about 11,000,000 
pounds of milk from 400 members liv- 
ing within a ratlins of between six 
and seven miles of the city. Each 
member pays nn entrance fee of $10 
per cow. The society owns 12 retail 
stores In the city and supplies 12 lie- 
sides its own. Besides the annual 
dividend from the surplus each mem- 
ber receives three-fifths of a cent 
more per kilogram (2.2 pounds) than 
is offered by the privately owned 
dairies. The dairy supplies G5 per 
cent of the city’s consumption, be- 
sides exporting 2,000 pounds of cream 
and 8,000 pounds of butter daily to be 
sold in its stores in England. In 1022 
the society was able to pay its mem- 
bers a dividend of 17 cents on each 
100 pounds of milk brought to the 
dairy. 

By such an organization of produc- 
tion t lie smallest producer is afforded 
the same advantages as the largest, 
and nil consumers are guaranteed a 
standard product. 


Elephants Increasing 

The elephant Is a very useful ani- 
mal, both for draft purposes and for 
ivory. A few years ago 70, (XX) were 
slaughtered annually for their tusks, 
so that It seemed as though there was 
a good chance of the big animals be- 
coming extinct. Wise laws, however, 
have cheeked the destruction so that 
the number Is increasing. The war 
gave the elephants their chance and 
the British authorities in East Africa 
have also protected them. South of 
Zambesi the elephant is virtually ex- 
tinct anti the Cape market for ivory 
has ceased to exist. At present Mo- 
zambique Is tiie center of the ivory 
trade. Oddly enough the Portuguese, 
through whose hands It comes, send 
nearly all the ivory across to Bombay, 
where it is sorted and cut and dis- 
patched to tlie European markets. The 
world's supply of real elephant ivory 
Is now about 250 tons a year. — Scien- 
tific American.

IDENTIFIES ONE AS AN ASSAIL- 
ANT 


One of the two colored men arrested 
after William Batchelder of 31 Jamie- 
son street, Natick, stationary engin- 
eer in the B. & A. roundhouse at Riv- 
erside. had been clubbed unconscious 
Monday night, was identified Wednes- 
day by Batchelder.

The po- 
lice were called and watched the main 
line and Highland Circut tracks and 
main roads leading from Riverside. A 
doctor attended to Batchelder. 

Williams and Brown, who both gave 
the same address in Rochester, pro- 
tested their innocence when arrested, 
but Williams was positively identified 
today by Batchelder. The case was 
continued until tomorrow .and Wil- 
liams was held in $1000 bonds. 


Winter Wheat in France 

If experiments now being made in 
Brittany are satisfactory, France will 
soon be growing American wheat. 
Brittany, one of tlie important wheat- 
growing districts of France, needs 
hurdler and sturdier wheat. The crops 
there have been good only every other 
year and with tlie co-operation of tlie 
French government officials, experi- 
ments have been made in testing sam- 
ples of hard winter wheat. Those sam- 
ples, supplied by tlie United States 
Department *>f Agriculture, were from 
tlie state of Washington, which lias 
about tlie same climate as Brittany.

Baked Peas Good , but 

Carit Supersede Beans 

I like baked peus; we have them 
once a month, says Arthur Staples, in 
the Lewiston (Me.) Journal. They are 
not so good as linked beans tlmt you 
can cut twenty times a month and 
have brand new four times a month 
In a bean pot all your own. We nre 
not raising gond baked-benn experts 
nowadays. They must use reasonably 
new beans — old beans are not so good 
— nnd they ought to be baked until 
they Just about burst their sides with 
richness. 

I like to see them roll out so that 
they gleam In the candlelight like ru- 
bles on a string. They ought to swim 
about like bubbles in the golden fat- 
ness. and the pork ought to look like 
the covers of an old book, ruddy- 
brown and aged with beauty. 

Baked peas are done exactly like 
baked beans, pork and all, baked in 
the pot and brown as berries — though 
just which berry is “brown” is diffi- 
cult to say. 

There is another dish that my moth- 
er used to make. She used to take 
apples and peel, quarter and core 
them, put in a certain amount of 
brown sugar and some other things 
and put the whole In a bean pot. Buke 
them in a slow oven — she used to bnke 
them in the old brick oven with its 
slowing heat that lnsted for many 
hours. When they come out they are 
like a jelly. The substance is ns red 
as the cheek of a Baldwin. My wife 
has tried it. but it seems hardly as 
good as it used to be. 

New Process Hastens 

Marketing of Oranges 

An orange may be Inwardly ripe 
when outwardly green, and if allowed 
to yellow on the trees the marketing 
may he deluyed four to six weeks and 
consequently u less favorable price 
may he obtained. 

This green condition gives the sat- 
suma orange grower more concern 
than others. Sutsumas nre raised in 
upper Florida, lower Alabama and 
lower Mississippi. Normully they are 
gathered about October 15, but they 
can he harvested earlier when arti- 
ficial processes of coloring are used to 
get away from the persistent green- 
ness of skin. 

The United States Department of 
Agriculture has worked out a process 
for coloring oranges without harming 
the fruit, says the Scientific American. 
The process consists of inclosing the 
oranges in airtight rooms nnd sub- 
jecting them to fumes of kerosene 
stoves or to gasoline engine exhaust. 
The fumes given off destroy the green 
chlorophyll so that the yellow of the 
orange shows up. 

It requires about four days to bring 
out the yellow of the oranges by this 
process. This Is better than waiting 
four or six weeks for the fruit to ripen 
on the trees, running the risk of frost 
or storm damage and facing the prob- 
ability of a lower market when the 
oranges are ultimately harvested. 


Nile Irrigation 

The phenomenon of the overflowing 
of the Nile occurs regularly every 
year, and lasts from the 15th of June 
to the 17th of September. After this 
period the river gradually subsides, 
leaving a rich alluvial deposit for 
some six miles on each side of the 
stream. A rise of 10 cubits Is neces- 
sary to furnish the proper irrigation. 
An excessive rise of the river means 
great loss of crops nnd property, and 
sometimes of human life ; while the 
failure of a few feet may occasion al- 
most a famine during the ensuing 
year. In 1S29 the Nile rose 26 cubits, 
and caused the death of 30,000 per- 
sons by drowning, as well as the de- 
struction of a great amount of prop- 
erty. The uverage rise at Thebes is 
40 feet ; at Cairo, 27 feet.— Kansas 
City Star. 


Belgian Education 

To train Helgiuu young men for 
service in the Congo us physicians, 
technical men nnd administrative of- 
ficers a “Colonial university” has 
been established at Antwerp by the 
Belgian government. This university 
has been developed through the suc- 
cessful work of a high school of com- 
merce, which was founded two years 
ugo by the commission for relief In 
Belgium and the city of Antwerp, to 
train boys for colonlul service. This 
school was converted into u university 
last November and It la now known us 
"I’Unlversite Colonlule.” It has three 
schools devoted respectively to politi- 
cal and administrative science, tropi- 
cal medicine and nuturul sciences. — 
School Life. 


Herons Prey on Trout 

Many trout in the Musselshell re- 
gion of Montana have been destroyed 
hy the blue heron, which stands in the 
riffles of a stream and spears ffsh all 
day long, according to J. B. Bonham, 
forest ranger. He recommends the 
killing of herons to preserve Jhe trout. 

The destruction of trout by the blue 
heron ulso was called to the atten- 
tion of Minnesota sportsmen lust sum- 
mer. Conservationists, however, are 
not unanimous in their approval of an 
"open season" on blue heron, and the 
birds are protected hy law.

Scientific Interest in 

Excavations at Kish 

In r letter to the London Times of 
January 22, Professor Langdon, writ- 
ing from Mesopotamia, gives an ac- 
count of the results to date of this 
season’s excavations nt Kish, Among 
nn amount of pearl and limestone in- 
laid work discovered in a mound con- 
structed entirely of plano-convex 
bricks, characteristic of the oldest 
Sumerian architecture, was a rectan- 
gular tublet of slate which shows a 
king of Kish smiting his Sumerian 
enemies. Their closely shaven heads, 
cheeks and upper lips, but long beards, 
indicate a date earlier than Ur-La- 
gash, c. 3100 B. C. Taken with other 
pearl heads found here, this disposes 
of the theory that the Semites occu- 
pied Kish in the prehistoric period. 
The discovery north of Inghnrn of two 
large Sumerian buildings In a state of 
complete preservation has made pos- 
sible the preparation of the only 
known plan of a large Sumerian pul- 
ace. Below the plano-convex brick 
pnvement, which cannot be later than 
8100 B. C., was an accumulated de- 
posit of 15 feet, representing at least 
1500 to 2000 years’ previous occupa- 
tion, and therefore going back to 
about 5000 B. C. A complete sequence 
of pottery from the earliest Sumerian 
period down to Nebuchadnezzar has 
been established, and a series of tine 
copper implements has been found. 
The general result of the excavntlons 
brings Into prominence the enormous 
extent of the ruins, which, if grouped 
contiguously, would cover 120 acres, 
the very great antiquity of the site, 
and the priority of the Sumerians.

Rich in Albumen , Lupin 

Seed Is Made Valuable 

Not only In the Mediterranean re- 
gion, but also along the western coast 
of America, there grow freely tall, 
handsome spikes of blue-white or yel- 
low flowers that form entrancing bits 
of color in the landscape during the 
season for blossoming, and nre not In- 
frequently used ns a garden flower. 

It is the lupin, which belongs to the 
family of leguminous vegetables, to 
which mankind owes much, and which 
Includes beans and peas as well as pea- 
nuts, says the Literary Digest. 

As in other members of the family 
the fruit of the lupin consists of seed- 
bearing pods, but no attempt has been 
made to use them either for forage or 
for human food until recently, says the 
Detroit News. It is now announced 
that by a German process, the Pohl 
method of extraction, said to be quite 
Inexpensive, the seeds can be made to 
yield nn uncommonly high percentage 
of albumen, which, added to rye or 
other flour, makes an extremely nutri- 
tious food. 

This new bread is likewise admira- 
bly fitted to form part of n diet of cer- 
tain (presumably diabetic) patients 
because of the small nmount of starch 
It contains.

Oil Is being used to prevent sa 
from being drifted by the wind across 
the tracks of the Oregon- Washington 
Railroad and Navigation company 
and Impeding or even preventing traf- 
fic. Dunes near the tracks In the Col- 
umbia river valley are sprayed with 
crude petroleum which has been heat- 
ed so as to secure the required fluid- 
ity. A thin layer of asphaltic material 
then forms on the sand and so pre- 
vents the drifting of the surface. One 
application serves for at least a year 
and In some locations for as many as 
two or three.

TRAFFIC RULES ENFORCED 


The police depftrtment began Mon- 
day morning to enforce the new traf- 
fic regulations in Nonantum square 
and four officers were kept contin- 
uously on the job of directing the 
traffic in the new routes.

Police officers are equipped with the 
traffic tags, similar to Boston’s and 
more than 100 violations have been 
noted. All cars are tagged and the 
owners are compelled to call at Police 
Headquarters for instructions. A sec- 
ond violation of the same regulation 
will mean prosecution.

The playgrounds of Newton are 
supervised from 9 o’clock in the morn- 
ing until dark, during July and Aug- 
ust every week day. During these 
hours there is on each playground, a 
man or woman director and during 
the hours when there are large 
crowds of youngsters present there 
may be two directors looking out for 
the welfare of the children. 

There is quite a little unorganized 
street and open lot play still going on 
in Newton and although this is a val- 
uable form of neighborhood play for 
children it has its dangers when chil- 
dren unthinkingly and carelessly rush 
into the street to recover a foul ball. 
The safest play for children, in most 
of our districts, is on the playgrounds 
where they are under constant super- 
vision.

William H. Mague, the owner of the

Since the first of May fifty-one 
Merit Badges have been awarded to 
scouts in Norumbega Council, twenty- 
six scouts advanced to second class 
and nine advanced to first class.

The troop in No- 
nantum has not had the benefit of reg- 
ular meetings for want of a leader 
and it is believed that with the help 
of an efficient leader that a good troop 
can be built up in Newton Upper 
Falls. Men of mature age, preferably 
fathers of boys of scout age or men 
who like boys and are willing to spend 
a little time in preparation for the 
work are urged to get in touch with 
the commissioner, Mr. J. M. Carley at 
128 Jewett street. Newton. Almost 
everyone agrees that the scout work is 
of value to the future as well as the 
present generation and this is 4 form 
of public service that is possible for 
men and at the same time enables 
them to get real recreation, the scout 
program being of such a nature that 
outdoor work is of the most value. 

Quite a number of important 
changes have been made by National 
Council, Boy Scouts of America, re- 
cently. One of the most important is 
that a scout who is physically de- 
barred from passing certain of the 
tests may, on application, be granted 
an ‘‘achievement’’ badge which will 
enable him to work for Merit Badges. 
Previously if a scout could not do the 
"mile at scout’s pace" for the second 
class grade or swim fifty yards and 
make his fourteen mile hike for first 
class he would not be allowed to 
pass Merit Badge examinations, this 
being restricted to First Class scouts. 
After January 1st. 19.25 the present 
service stripe is to be abandoned and 
the service star, (one for each year 
up to five) substituted therefor. For 
live years’ service the veteran scout 
badge of the present type or a fiv< 
year star will be worn.

HIGH SCHOOL CHANGES 

Public Buildings Commissoner 
Chadwick opened bids last week for 
making alterations and changes in the 
Classical High School by removing 
the laboratories to the Technical 
Building, replacing the present as- 
sembly hall with study and class 
rooms, and increasing the capacity 
of the building by ten class rooms.

W. Orr Co.. $1,918: and the electric 
work to E. C. Lewis. $3,292. These 
totals with additional items for con- 
tingencies. architects’ fees, amount to 
$46,409.77.

In conversation with persons inter- 
ested in a recent decision of our 
co rts, we were shocked to hear one 
person say “To h — 1 with the courts." 
This remark was not made by a red 
radical, or even one with a pinkish 
tinge, hut was made by a man who 
has taken, as an elected city official, 
an oath to support the constitution 
and the laws of Massachusetts and the 
United States. Moreover, as the head 
of a great fraternity, he has repeat- 
edly urged its members to honor the 
American flag and all that it repre- 
sents. We cannot believe that this 
statement represents this persons at- 
titude towards our government, and 
it was probably spoken in a moment 
of peevishness and irritation. But we 
cite this case in order to urge upon 
our readers the patriotic duty of sup- 
porting the judicial, as well as the 
legislative and executive branches of 
our government, at all times, whether 
or not we personally agree with the 
acts of those placed in authority. 
Every loose sentiment, such as men- 
tioned above, only adds to the dis- 
content of others, often less educated 
than ourselves, and will in time in- 
evitably lead to anarchy and ruin. 
Look well to our tongues, therefor. 


The disintegration of the once pow- 
erful Democratic party should be a 
cause of deep concern to the Repub- 
lican party, and not an occasion for 
rejoicing. With a strong Democratic 
ticket party lines in the northwestern 
states, where the radical element is 
rampant, would be strictly drawn, 
while with a disrupted party, 
disgusted Democrats, would prob- 
ably vote for LaFollette. making 
it increasingly difficult for Coolidge 
to win electoral votes in that section 
of the country, and thus throw the 
election into the present unsatisfac- 
tory House of Representatives in 
Washington. 

Once more we note with regret that 
our court judges are imposing fines 
and suspended jail sentences on per- 
sons convicted of operating automo- 
biles while under the influence of li- 
quor. Fines mean nothing to this class 
of potential murderers, whose next 
victims may he beloved members of 
our family or yours.

IT PATS TO VOTE 

Because he lacked ten votes in the 
last election, the contest of the Re- 
publican opponent of a New York 
Democratic congressman has been 
lost and the Democrat retains his seat. 
That means that the New York delega- 
tion in the house retains its Demo- 
cratic majority, which, in turn, means 
that if the presidential election Is 
thrown into the house the vote of New 
York will he recorded in favor of the 
Democratic candidate and, as the 
states are about equally divided in the 
political complexion of their congres- 
sional delegations. New York may 
east the deciding vote that puts a 
democrat in the White House for four 
years. In other words, ten Republi- 
can voters who did not think it worth 
while to attend the polls in November, 
t922. may lie responsible for the loss 
of the nation to the Democratic party, 
with all the extravagance, higher 
tax'es, bigger debt, and general eco- 
nomic disorganization that such a re- 
sult would bring.

NEWTON HOSPITAL 


Week ending July 5: — Patients in 
hospital 98, patients paying as much 
or more than cost of care 46, patients 
paying less than cost of care 35, free 
patients (including babies) 17. patients 
treated by out patient department 56, 
accident cases 7. babies born 8, so- 
cial service calls at hospital 16. at 
homes 6, patients transported by so- 
cial service car 7. 

During the month of June the hos- 
pital admitted 331 patients and dis- 
charged 335, the daily average num- 
ber of patients was 113.77, the largest 
number on any one day being 131 and 
the smallest 103. The out patient de- 
partment treated 288 cases and the 
X-ray department 111. The number 
of babies born during the month was 
39. Sixty-three social service calls 
were made at the hospital and 37 at 
homes. Forty-three patients were 
transported to different clinics in the 
social service car. 

Fourth of July was a dull do-noth- 
ing day at the hospital. There was 
no excitement of any kind, nothing 
unusual except unusually humdrum. 
There was not a single baby horn dur- 
ing the day, there were no Fourth of- 
July accidents nor any other accidents 
to lie cared for, it was altogether a 
dull, quiet day. 

The hospital has been fortunate re- 
cently in the number and beauty of 
flowers sent to it. Roses seem never 
to have been more beautiful nor fra- 
grant. A very generous number were 
sent by Mr. Brigham from the Newton 
Rose Conservatory and a number of 
others have sent many from their pri- 
vate gardens. 

A gentleman who has taken much 
interest in the hospital lately says 
that the hospital’s endowment fund 
ought to he at least twice as large 
as it is. It Is a pleasing thing to he 
able to say that there is a growing 
interest in the hospital and the work 
it is doing for all the people of New- 
ton. and it is hoped there is a grow- 
ing realization of the truth that money 
given to the hospital is used for the 
benefit of the people of Newton. Once 
Newton really takes hold the Newton 
Hospital will he known from one end 
of the country to the other. Even 
now its work has placed it among hos- 
pitals of the first rank, but it can he 
better, it can be bigger and it can do 
greater service if only it has to work 
with the funds it ought to have.

184S he received the Franklin Medal 
from the Adams School on Mason 
street. After a year in the English 
High School he entered the employ of 
Grant, Daniel and Co., paper deal- 
ers on Union street, which subse- 
quently became. Grant, Warren & Co., 
remaining with this firm until the 
close of 1857. 

February. 1858. in company with his 
brother. William, he formed the firm 
of Frost Brothers, dealers ,in paper 
and paper-makers’ materials. On 
Jan. 1, 1860. the firm became Frost and 
Taylor, until it was dissolved by mu- 
tual consent September, 1868. 

On April 2, 1856 Mr. Frost mar- 
ried Bethia Tower Lothrop Pratt, who 
died April 18. 1879. There was one 
son born to them. Arthur Hamilton 
Frost. 

The larger part of Mr. Frost’s 
eighty-nine years has been spent in 
total darkness. As a result of iritis 
in 1S60 he became totally blind. After 
retiring from business he studied the 
works of the best authors — fiction, 
history, essays, biography. meta- 
physics. and with the help of his 
daughter-in-law he learned to play 
on the piano more than 200 hymns, 
largely from “Hymns, Ancient and 
Modern” and the Episcopal Hymnal. 

„ Mr. Frost united with the Mount 
Vernon Congregational Church of 
Boston in March, 1853, and he had al- 
ways been deeply interested in re- 
ligious affairs. For the past eight 
years he had lived at 73 Chestnut 
street. West Newton, but previous to 
that he had resided for more than 40 
years in Boston.

FAVORS BETTER ZONING 

Dear Editor: 

Your brief not, Hhowlng that the 
Idea of zoning in not dead, and the 
activity of the people down In the 
•UighlundH a Hhort time ago, encour- 
ages me to ank room for a brief com- 
ment. 

It seems to he an opinion, rapidly 
becoming common, that building and 
real estute operations in general are 
only in part a private matter. 

Springfield is now experiencing 
bitterness because she neglected to 
take* this view some time ago. “This 
city had every possibility for a lovely 
Community,” said u prominent citizen, 
not long ago. “A few speculators 
have been able to ruin it. Our plan- 
ning hourd is too late.” 

Just why Mayor Childs refused to 
sign a single residence zone I never 
found out, but I look each day on the 
melancholy results of the present law. 
Now a new problem must be consid- 
ered: How shall a city like Newton 
protect her future? 

Born in Newton, I have always 
thought of her as a residential city, a 
city of homes, of gardens, trees, and 
beauty. When you see a sign House 
lots lifty dollars and up you can see 
the end of beauty and NEWTON near 
that situation. 

The city of Washington has a plan- 
ning hoard that insures the city 
against any degredation. There, if 
you wish to build you must submit 
your plans, and all color ideas to the 
board. If your plans and colors agree 
in a desirable and artistic way with 
the surroundings, you may build, 
otherwise not. 

Why should Newton not have such 
protection? Few men can afford to 
buy enough land to protect his neigh- 
borhood. The constant temptation is 
to crowd in with cheap buildings, 
lacking taste and structure, where 
others have made the situation desir- 
able by their sense of beauty. 

Brookline, too late, is making a 
frantic effort to protect herself with 
zoning laws. The ancient beauty of 
that town is almost gone. 

Too late. Too late. Must that be 
our lamentation also? Must we see, 
one by one, our most desirable people 
crowded out by the advance of specu- 
lators and those who care nothing for 
our city or its future? 

Must we live to see Newton join the 
ranks of the ghost cities that look 
back on dreams of what we might 
have been, und, shuddering, realize 
what we have become?

SEVEN REFERENDUM# 

Thus far there are seven referendum 
questions to go on the ballot at the 
State election In November, most of 
them being questions which were 
paused* by the Legislature two years 
ago. 

Among the questions which call 
for an expression of public opinion Is 
whether the State shall favor an 
amendment to the Federal Constitu- 
tion to prohibit young children in in- 
dustry, and whether the State shall 
continue the daylight-saving law. 

Other questions to he submitted to 
the people by reference of the Legis- 
lature are whether the voters favor 
changing the law by striking out the 
word “male” so that, women shall 
have equal rights, and whether women 
shall he enabled to hold any State, 
county of municipal office on an equal 
basis with men. 

The voters will also be called upon 
to express their wishes as to w’hether 
the State shall adopt a law making 
it an offence to manufacture or trans- 
port liquor, so that tlie State shall 
have laws to support the Federal pro- 
hibition act: whether there shall he 
a tax of two cents a gallon on all 
gasoline sold, the money to be used for 
highways, and whether foreign hank- 
ers accepting money on deposit shall 
he compelled to file a bond with the 
State treasurer.

More than one query has come to us 
regarding our campaign against bi- 
cycle riding on sidewalks. It would 
be a great pleasure If we were nblo to 
say that the campaign had reached a 
successful conclusion. Although not 
prepared to make such an assertion we 
do feci warranted in stating that we 
think that much-desired results have 
been accomplished. There seems to 
be less of it at any rate. Maybe the 
fact that there are many people away 
for the Summer lias something to do 
with it. And yet we do not like to 
think that those of our friends who 
have the good fortune to enjoy Sum- 
mer homes at the shore or in the coun- 
try are more ready to break the laws 
than the friends and neighbors they 
have left behind.

And yet we know 
of no way to make them thoughtful 
other than through due process of law. 
Whether a judicial lecture or the im- 
position of a nominal fine makes any 
great impression on the youth of today 
we cannot say. Off-hand we should say 
that it does not. However, there must 
lie some little embarassment In re- 
ceiving a summons to appear in court 
and surely it breaks in on one’s time 
to have si journey to West Newton and 
spend a large part of the morning that 
might otherwise be devoted to some 
pleasanter occupation. We shall con- 
tinue to refer to the subject of bicycle 
riding on sidewalks until we are satis- 
fied that it is no longer necessary. We 
would like to think that such a time 
will arrive within a comparatively 
short period. Most Newton people will 
hail the day with joy. Our suggestion 
is that there bo held a “No Bicycle 
Riding on Sidewalks Week.’’ This 
surely would stimulate interest for at 
least seven days. After that we might 
find that these bicyclists, having had 
an opportunity to test the excellent

to prefer them to the sidewalks. We 
will gladly go further with this scheme 
if some readers will agree to serve on 
the committees of publicity, entertain- 
ment and prizes. 


A newspaper story of the passing of 
the last livery hack in Newton gave us 
much pleasure to read. The writer’s 
facile style, coupled with the thought 
that some hard-working horses wero 
likely to have an easier job, brought 
us much satisfaction. There was a 
time when there was glory in riding 
in a hack. For our own part we never 
did much of it except on formal occa- 
sions or when business made it com- 
pulsory. But when we did we were 
partial to a two-horse hitch driven by 
a liveried gentleman wearing a pad- 
dock coat of dark blue with large shin- 
ing buttons. We would have in this 
paragraph called such a driver a Jehu 
had we not had a sad experience in 
that connection. When first seeking to 
thrill the world with our reportorial 
efforts we tried to compliment a hack- 
driver for a courageous act in stop- 
ping a pair of runaway horses. Wo re- 
ferred to him as a “dauntless Jehu” 
and felt as we typed the phrase that 
we had put over something that was 
pretty good. It seems our little tribute 
was lost on the hero of our story. He 
had not heard of “Jehu” and was not 
complimented when called one in print. 
As u matter of fact, he looked upon it 
as a reflection on his character. To 
him we had insinuated that his habits 
were not firm in the presence of alco- 
holic beverages. The truth was they 
were not but to call attention to such 
a weakness was not in our mind. It 
took us considerable explaining to con- 
vince this hack-driver that we were not 
giving him a back-handed knock. We 
were going to show him the dictionary 
but when we consulted it beforehand 
we found Jehu was the son of Nimslii. 
This we knew would be still harder to 
explain in spite of the Scriptural au- 
thority. We started out to pay our 
tribute to the hacks of bygone days. 
Tlie coupe, once so popular where now 
flivver taxis are used, was called by 
the drivers a “coop,” but nevertheless 
it had its uses. It was lighter but by 
no means as imposing in appearance. 
No. the hacks, say what you will, were 
“some class’’ once upon a time and 
were respected as evidence of either 
permanent or temporary wealth. We 
will not permit them to be slandered 
or made the subject of jest- we just 
can’t. 

"A Reader,” we take it for granted 
that she is “constant” like all her sex, 
has suggested that there should he a 
song written for “Newton.” The letter 
points out to us the “perfectly stun- 
ning” possibilities that Newton offers 
as the subject of a modern minstrel’s 
lay. The need of such a song for New- 
ton organizations, school children, etc. 
is also emphasized. We have a notion 
that our correspondent has a chuckle 
or two concealed somewhere above the 
cuff of her tennis jacket. Had she sug- 
gested that we prepare the lyric . of 
such a song we would have been con- 
vinced of her deep sense ot' humor. 
As we returned the letter to its enve- 
lope we thought of how a serious writ- 
er of verse would tackle such a job — 
in Newton. Just what subjects would 
inspire him? Would he skip from one 
thought to another or would lie try to 
bring in everything of interest in our 
beloved burg? We fancy he would 
start on Newton’s natural pride with 
something like this: 

"All Newton hearts are strong and 
true, 

And none can say us nay, or 
Doubt our faith is lasting as 
The job held by our Mayor.”

Imagination Stirred by 
Problems of Great Spaces 

l have no doubt star Hazing Is a tine 
occupation, for It lands you within 
the borders of the unattainable. But 
map gazing, to which L became addict- 
ed early, brings the problems of the 
great spaces of the earth into stimu- 
lating and directive contact with sane 
curiosity and gives an honest precision 
to one’s imaginative faculty, writes 
Joseph Conrad in the National Geo- 
graphic Magazine. 

And tlpe honest maps of the Nine- 
teenth century nourished in me a pas- 
sionate Interest in the truth of geo- 
graphical facts and a desire for pre- 
cise knowledge which was extended 
iuter to other subjects. 

From the middle of the Eighteenth 
century on, the business of map mak- 
ing had been growing into an honest 
occupation, registering t he hard-won 
knowledge, hut nlso, in a scientific 
spirit, recording the geographical ig- 
norance of its time. 

And It was Africa, the continent out 
of which the Romans used to say some 
new tiling was always coming, that 
got cleared of the dull imaginary won- 
ders of the Dark ages, which were re- 
placed by exciting spaces of white 
paper. Regions unknown! My imag- 
ination could depict to itself these 
worthy, adventurous men nibbling at 
the edges, attacking from north and 
south and east and west, conquering 
u lilt of truth here and a hit of truth 
there and sometimes swallowed up by 
the mystery their hearts were so per- 
sistently set oil unveiling. 


“Brush” Used for Removing 
Deposits From Ship* s Hull 

It is reported that an Australian 
company lias introduced in England an 
Ingenious method of cleaning the out- 
side of the hull of a ship. The inven- 
tion has been in successful operation 
for a number of years in Australia 
and has been tried at Southampton 
and Plymouth. 

Tlie apparatus Is mounted upon a 
suitable frame, which can lie suspend- 
ed from tlie side of a boat. It con- 
sists of a cylindrical brush ubout five 
or six feet in length, held In a frame- 
work which also supports an electric 
motor and a propeller. Tlie purpose 
of tlie propeller is to keep the brush 
pressed against the side of the ship. 
Tlie case carrying the apparatus con- 
tains also a four-cylinder petroleum 
motor directly coupled to a dynamo. 
Tlie current produced serves to raise 
and lower the carrying frame as well 
as to drive the propeller and brush. 
As the appliance operates under water 
the motor and gearing are Inclosed In 
a water-tight box. The machine Is 
capable of removing the thickest de- 
posits and can thoroughly clean the 
hull of an 8,000-ton ship in from six 
to seven hours. 


Flea's Wonderful Eyesight 

Fleas have far better sight than 
men. A German selentist who has 
been investigating fleas makes this 
disclosure, saying their sight is so 
sharp that when a man is sleeping 
ut night under a blanket in a dark- 
ened room Ids body glows to a flea 
as brightly as a red-hot stove ap- 
pears tt> a man in a darkened room. 

Man is far behind many animals 
in both sight and hearing, the sci- 
entist finds; the human ear catches 
only a small percentage of tlie myriad 
tone waves and as human eyes do 
not react to ultra-violet beams much 
is lost to man which reaches eyes 
of a lower order. 


Earwig Becomes Nuisance 

The European earwig, introduced to 
this country from Europe where it Is 
very common, lias multiplied here so 
rapidly that it has become quite u 
pest, especially in Washington, Ore- 
gon and Rhode Isiapd. The Depart- 
ment of Agriculture is experimenting 
with two parasites of the earwig with 
a view of checking the spread of tlie 
nuisance to other parts of tlie coun- 
try. Chickens devour earwigs raven- 
ously, hut the Insects are so hidden 
during the day that fowls can hardly 
he considered ns an Important factor 
In controlling them. Toads eat them 
rapidly. 1‘oison halts and sprays fur- 
nish other means of control. 


Bone Weights Differ 

As a result of weighing the vari- 
ous parts of 100 skeletons, I)r. N. W. 
Ingalls of Western Reserve university 
declared the hones of the right arm 
and leg, probably because of more 
frequent use, are heavier than those 
of the left. According to I»rof. W. 
(i. Waterman of Northwestern univer- 
sity. tlie same kind of flowers which 
rew during the last glacial age some 
50,000 years ago, are still to he found 
In a small park near Logan Pass, 
Mont., where they were left by the 
lee. 


Duck Had Free Ride 

When Allen Barker of Nashua, N. 
I., went to his garage to get Ills ma- 
lilne, he saw a largo white duck 
icrched on the bumper. Barker ro- 
nlled that late the night before while 
returning from Lowell, something 
white, resembling a piece of paper, 
truck the front of the muchlife about 
ten miles from Nashua. Believing 
Imt the paper would blow off, lie con- 
i Imied home. The duck was mine tlie 
worse for tlie trip.

Alter t lip electric light lias 
been turned oft’, this switch maintains 
a dim light for one minute longer, en- 
abling one to leaw the room or get 
Into lied without Hiiimhling. 


Skirts Constitute Real 

Peril to Their Wearers 

"Safety first" limy mean knicker- 
bockers for women. On the other 
hand, it may merely mean asbestos 
skirts. Burns kill more women thun 
men. Skirts are the reason. Don’t 
you believe It? Then listen. Why Is 
It that during the first three years of 
life more boys die of burns than girls, 
while with the fourth year the scale 
turns sharply? 

Isn't It because the boys about the 
time they are three or four drop the 
garb of femininity and blossom out 
into their first knee pants? Figures 
for the United Stutes registration area 
covering a period of twenty-one years, 
show that In the fourth year of life 
the relatively high death rate from 
burns among girls begins. After that 
the futal skirts and frilly waists 
which girls and women affect play 
their incendiary role, while the som- 
ber, sensible habiliments of masculin- 
ity protect their brothers from peril. 

Burns, not fires in tlie sense of con- 
flagrations or house and factory burn- 
ings, but just plain burns and scalds, 
are the only kind of accidents which 
number tlie majority of their victims 
among tlie weaker sex. Three out of 
every five deaths from burns tire 
deaths of women and girls. If this 
happened for a single year It might he 
considered a mere matter of chance, 
but the mortality figures show that 
the ratio has continued constant over 
u long period. — New York Sun. 

Hawaiian Gods Punish 

Desecrators of Temple 

The gods of ancient Hawaii again 
wreaked their vengeance upon the 
whites who made merry upon the site 
of a former heiau, or oldtime temple 
of worship, according to Hawaiian su- 
perstition, when the famous clubhouse 
of the Order of Elks on the beach at 
Waikiki was damaged by fire to the 
extent of $05,000. 

The flames, caused by defective 
wiring, were the last of a series of un- 
toward events, including murder, that 
occurred at the site of the heiau, 
which nestles at the foot of Diamond 
Head, says a Honolulu correspondent 
of the New York World. According 
to Hawaiian medicine men only evil 
will come to those who desecrate the 
site of an ancient heiau. 

The clubhouse was built many years 
ago by the late James B. Castle, a de- 
scendant of the missionaries who 
came from New England to the Islands 
In 1820, as a residence for his family. 
During the occupancy of the Custle 
family two Japanese were murdered 
in the grounds and attention was 
called at that time to the tradition of 
the heiau.

Ol lt WASHINGTON’ LETTER 


has been definitely settled that there 
*ull three political parties In the 
contest for the Presidency of the 
United States, the question agitating 
the minds of political leaders is "what 
will LaFollette do?" It is quite 
naturai that some apprehension 
should be felt as the political situa- 
tion becomes more chaotic and un- 
certnin. it is not a question as to the 
ability of the Wisconsin Senator to 
wyi by popular vote, but more of a 
matt nr of damage that his candidacy 
would inflict upon the two major par- 
that the prime motive 
of LaFollette is to capitalize the dis- 
evi, h*nt in the conventions of 
the Republican and Democratic par- 
ties with the hope of reinforcing his 
hold on Congress through the devel- 
opment of the bloc system. 

According to well-informed political 
observers, the third party movement, 
under the leadership of Senator La- 
Follette, is based upon the assumption 
that the farmers and the labor ele- 
ment will combine, especially In the 
Northwest and Western states. It is 
doubtful whether labor, as an organ- 
ized body, would lend its support to 
Mr. LaFollette. Samuel Compers, 
I resident of the American Federation 
of Labor, is against a third party 
movement. Friends of LaFollette say 
that Oompers represents only one 
branch of union labor. It is difficult 
to say what the farmers of America 
will do for the LaFollette ticket It 
is apparent that LaFollette Intends to 
set up the machinery for the third 
party, although he Insists upon desig- 
nating his candidacy as "an indepen- 
dent progressive." He complains of 
the iniquities of big business and pro- 
tests that the people have Inadequate 
securities against the tyranny of a 
few. The political theories advocated 
by the Senator are nothing new hut 
are obviously designed to attract votes 
from other camps. Nobody believe 0 
for a moment that the questioning c 
probity of public officers and attackin 
business interests by Mr. LaFollett 
will agitate the people sufficiently t 
produce political convulsions in N( 
vember. 


While it is true that the average 
party worker, with his interests cen- 
tered primarily in local affairs, at- 
taches little significance to the LaFol- 
lette campaign, it is significant to note 
that the national leaders are not blind 
to the danger of a strong independent 
ticket. The National Republican, a 
semi-official organ of the Republican 
party, is giving considerable attention 
to the problem. Discussing the ques- 
tion, “Will LaFollette be a liability or 
an asset?" the former secretary of the 
Republican National Committe says: 
"The effect of the LaFollette candi- 
dacy. should it assume formidable 
proportions and not turn out to be 
a "dud", might be to keep the doubtful 
states of Minnesota. Wisconsin, North 
Dakota. South Dakota and possibly 
Nebraska out of the Republican col- 
umn. In such case it would probably 
also carry Montana out of the Demo- 
cratic column. The Democratic poli- 
ticians. who have been thinking only 
of agrarian discontent in the North- 


west have overlooked the probable 
effect of the third party movement on 
the Industrial vote which the profes- 
sional labor politicians have been de- 
livering to the Democratic party for 
the past ten years. Through this over- 
sight they have been led Into the folly 
of feeding a snake that may fatally 
bite them before the campaign is 
over.” 

It Is easy to perceive that the chief 
concern «of thf* Democrat and Repub- 
lican leaders is on the number of 
electoral votes which may possibly 
fall into the hands of LaFollette. and 
throw the election into Congress. Sit- 
uations of this kind have been known 
in American history, hut always de- 
plored as inimical to party Interests. 

It is conceded that no party can 
boast of harmony as considerable diff- 
erences have developed among the fol- 
lowers of the three principal contes- 
tants for the Presidency. The princi- 
pal difficulty at present is to smooth 
over the bitterness developed by fac- 
tional spirit at the conventions. Lead- 
ers are hopeful that they can keep the 
controversy within the confines of a 
family quarrel with a view to the suc- 
cess of the party in the November 
elections. As one distinguished for- 
eign political observer put it, the 
American election period at a time 
when "the ardour of faction is re- 
doubled; and all the artificial passions 
which the imagination can create in 
the bosom of a happy and peaceful 
land are agitated and brought to life.” 

The Borah committee of the Senate 
charged with the responsibility of 
conducting an inquiry into campaign 
expenditures is keeping the treasurers 
of the political parties busy with re- 
ports on their financial condition. The 
party chieftains are required to give 
frequent and detailed reports as to 
the identity of their contributors and 
the amounts given to the party ex- 
chequer. By this means it is hoped 
to keep a check on the so-called finan- 
cial influences which are usually felt 
during the presidential elections. It 
is said that this system of publicity on 
the campaign contributions is playing 
havoc with party funds, as the more 
liberal donors do not relish the idea 
of having their names published and 
their motives questioned. It is ob- 
vious that economy will he felt in the 
forthcoming campaign.

T HE federal taxes laid on telephone toll messages by the Revenue 
Act of 1921 have been removed by the Revenue Act of 1924, which 
was enacted on June 2, and became effective as regards these taxes on 
July 2. ruder the act of 1921, the taxes imposed on telephone messages 


were as follows: 

On a telephone message for which the charge was 
more than fourteen cents aiul not more than fifty 
cents a tax of 5 cents 


On a telephone message for which the charge was 

more than fifty cents, a tax of 10 cents 


These taxes were highest in proportion to the charge for service for 
toll messages over moderate distances, the tax in some eases amount- 
ing to one-third of the toll charge.

He believed that this 
sand pit would last but a few years and 
that the Standard Co. would then con- 
trol the situation. He declared there 
were enough filling stations in that 
vicinity at present. He admitted he 
represented other filling stations in op- 
posing this petition. 

There was another lively hearing on 
petition of Edwin Mali Chow for a 
victualler license in Newton Corner. 
It was favored by Mr. M. O’Connor and 
by numerous letters from business 
nien in that section of the city. It was 
opposed by Mr. James P. Gallagher in 
behalf of numerous other restaurants, 
and who stated that present facilities 
were ample: that several lunch rooms 
had been unable to make a living: that 
a Chinese restaurant would bring in an 
undesirable class of patrons and that 
he believed the board had had enough 
of filling station (A joke which few 
noticed) 

Ex-alderman Harry B. Ross also op- 
posed the petition in behalf of the Eu- 
reka Lunch emphasizing the fact that 
Chinese restaurants do not employ 
white help. 

Mr. James A. Waters made a strong 
plea to change the zoning lines on 
Coyne road so that Alfred G. Kerr 
might continue in the plumbing busi- 
ness. Mr. Waters said that Mr. Kerr 
now had a plumbing shop in the cellar 
of his present home. He wishes to 
build a new house across the street and 
a three-car garage, using one section 
of the garage as a plumbing shop. He 
hoped the board would allow this to 
be done as it was the only plumbing 
shop in Waban. 

Mr. E. R. Dewing for the Texas Co. 
spoke in favor of the petition of that 
Company to have a tilling station at 
1174 Beacon street. Mr. Dewing said 
the Company had a ten years’ lease of 
the place and had sold gasolene there 
for the past two years. The building 
it had used has collapsed and it now 
wishes to erect a $7000 building. 

Mr. R. L. Ryder opposed the present 
widening of Austin street and Lowell 
avenue as his clients had recently 
spent $3000 in remodelling the build- 
ing. after waiting several months to 
learn what the city intended to do 
about it. Alderman O'Connell had the 
Newtonville Improvement Society re- 
corded as favoring the project. 


Two hearings were held for taking 
land for school purposes, one on Wash- 
ington street near Myrtle street and 
the other the Atkinson property, cor- 
ner of Commonwealth avenue and 
Washington street. Alderman Pratt 
said that as certain matters had not 
been settled the committee wished 
every member of the board to hear the 
evidence with open minds. No one ap- 
peared in favor of the first lot and it 
was opposed by the Auburndale Im- 
provement Society and by Mr. L. 
Worthington in behalf of Mr. Swan 
Hartwell. The Atkinson lot was fav- 
ored by Mr. C. L. Favinger for the 
Waban Improvement Society on ac- 
count of its being higher land, more 
accessible from all parts of the pro- 
posed district and because it would 
add to the beauty of the avenue. 

Mr. George M. Angier, chairman of 
the School committee gave a brief his- 
tory of the efforts to find a site for 
this school and criticized previous city 
governments for not taking action on 
this matter. He favored the Atkinson 
lot and deprecated the possibility of 
litigation. He thought it important to 
take early action or another jam in 
school accommodations would result. 
He saw no good reason why the city 
could not afford to build a new high 
' school and this proposed junior high 
■ school and thought the tax payers 
| would readily agree to this program. 

I He urged the board to look to the fu- 
ture. saying that the new Davis school 
I was already full, the Angier school at 
| Waban would reach capacity within 
two years an dthe Frank A. Day Junior 
High school was already overcrowded. 
Mr. J. Everett Hicks of the school com- 
mittee endorsed Mr. Angler’s position 
and favored the Atkinson lot as being 
most desirable for publicity purposes. 
At this point Alderman George W. 
Pratt nearly gummed proceedings by 
introducing a resolution to the effect 
that the special joint committee fav- 
ored a new high school to be erected 
on the site of Elm road, but as that 
could not be done, they recommended a 
site south of Elm road, the closing of 
Elm road to traffic during school hours 
and covered connections to the other 
school buildings. Mr. Pratt said it 
would take three months to get work- 
ing plans and bids for this work and 
urged the board to act •immediately on 
the matter. President Hollis had the 
resolution postponed until after the 
hearing had been closed. A represent- 
ative of Francis H. Blackwell, Mr. 
George A. Trotter and Mr. J. M. Walsh 
spoke in opposition, the latter reading 
a mass of statistics about high school 
attendance in other cities which hadn’t 
the slightest bearing on the matter 
under consideration. 

The Registrars of Voters submitted 
the jury list for the current year and 
which was placed on file. 

The board approved the application 
of Charles W. Fewkes and others for 
incorporation as the Odd Fellows 
Building Association of Newton. 

Notice was received that the Texas 
Co. opposed the granting of any gaso-

TWO PERSONS DROWNED 


Man and Woman *Dead at Riverside 


A sad accident took place last even- 
ing at the Riverside Recreation 
Grounds, when two persons lost their 
lives by drowning. 

The victims were James Connell, 
aged 43 years, residing at 155 Auburn- 
dale avenue. Auburndale. and his 
wife’s nelce. Miss Margaret McElroy, 
aged 19 years. 

The party of four, Mr. and Mrs. Con- 
nell. Miss McElroy and her sister. 
Julia McElroy, 22 years old. had driven 
to the place about 7 o’clock in the 
evening. The life guard at the pool 
had gone home, but, as Connell was a 
strong swimmer, he went in with the 
girl. The beginners' beach slopes off 
into shoal water. At the edge of the 
beach the water goes off sharply into 
a hole 12 feet deep, the line between 
being marked by a pole. 

Without noticing where they were 
going, the two gradually worked their 
way over to the edge of the shallow 
water. 

Connell then dove for the girl, hut 
she got a death grip on him that he 
was unable to break, and neither came 
up. The screams of the women at-, 
tracted John Donovan, who operates 


the swimming pool, and the latter tele- 
phoned the Metropolitan police sta- 
tion, at Weston bridge. 

In the meantime Mrs. Connell 
pushed a boat into the pool. By this 
time Patrolman John Shea, metropoli- 
tan officer on the grounds, arrived and 
having no oars, used a canoe paddle 
in getting the boat to where the two 
had gone under. Patrolman Edmund 
Roche, also a metropolitan officer, 
came to Shea’s assistance and they 
succeeded in getting the girl's body 
out about 20 minutes after she had 
disappeared, and Connell’s body was 
rescued a few minutes later. 

Murphy and Jenkins worked over 
Connell with the pulmotor for an hour 
to no avail, and Sergt. Murphy em- 
ployed artificial respiration in an at- 
tempt to revive the girl. 

Mr. Connell was associated with his 
brother-in-law, Thomas McEnaney, in 
the ownership and operation of the 
West Newton Curtain Manufacturing 
Company on Highland street. West 
Newton. Miss McElroy had come over 
to this counrty from Ireland two years 
ago and made her home with her 
uncle.

Newton has been rediscovered! It 
may not lie of historical significance, 
hut It Is trim, and to our mind a mat- 
ter of much intere8t. The other flay 
we accepted an invitation to visit a 
motion picture studio at Newton 
Highlands. Located off Carver road, 
it is not on the beaten path of travel, 
hut it is by no means inaccessible. We 
had known for several years that there 
had been a motion picture studio lo- 
cated there, hut not until this year did 
we learn that it is operated on a much 
iarger scale than ever before. Direc- 
tors, recently arrived from California, 
have declared that Newton offers an 
ideal spot for “shooting." They seem 
astounded that other “movie" folks 
have not made more of the surround- 
ings offered.

And so on, the 
place — our own home town — seemed 
to yield no end of first class “exter- 
iors." It made us think more of the 
sound common sense of motion pic- 
ture producers who, apparently, have 
their slogan, “Do your shooting in 
Newton."

Washington, July 23 — — Military 
boards of strategy had no more diffi- 
cult problems to solve in localizing 
full strength of the Army than those 
which confront the national commit- 
tees in charge of Presidential cam- 
paigns. The latter have real prob- 
lems on hand in overcoming the com- 
placency of the average party mem- 
ber and thtf alarming indifference of 
the American citizen as to the exer- 
cise of the electoral franchise. In the 
headquarters of the various political 
parties here, in New York, and Chi- 
cago. the organization plans for the 
campaign will embrace the all-impor- 
tant question of bringiug out a large 
vote in November The leaders are 
horoughly cognizant of the importance 
of the stay-at-home vote, which, it is 
said, is sufficient to change the result 
of the Presidential election in a vast 
majority of the states. 

Several representative leaders were 
interviewed by the writer this week 
concerning their plans for the cam 
paign. It is natural that these poli- 
tical chieftains should stress the char- 
acteristics, influence and qualifications 
of t host* heading the various national 
tickets, but, underneath this formal 
attitude, a note of concern as to the 
actual numerical strength of their par- 
ties is easily discernable. 

As one recognized leader described 
the situation: “The mental attitude of 
the average voter that his or her vote 
does not count must be changed, if 
party systems are to survive. There 
is another group which is satisfied 
that their party will win because of 
surface indications. It may be likened 
to the complacency of newly married 
couples who are gradually awakened 
to the truth of things. Less lip ser- 
vice and more actual voting is some- 
thing that all parties need today.” 

There are a number of political 
leaders who have expressed some con- 
cern over the woman vote. It is true 
that in the Presidential elections of 
1920 the women voted in impressive 
numbers in all states. But the poll 
ticians are now fearful that the wo- 
man voter generally is losing her in- 
terest in the electoral franchise, at 
least insofar as a national ticket is in- 
volved. Several prominent campaign- 
ers even go so far as to say that many 
women voted four years ago for the 
first time, and that the novelty having 
worn off, they will not go to the polls 
this year. 

It is pointed out, however, that there 
are, of course, exceptions to this state- 
ment in regions where local issues are 
bitterly contested, and the women vot- 
ers are persuaded to turn out in large 
numbers Those who actively support- 
ed legislation which conferred suffrage 
on women insist that it is desirable 
from many points of view’ that women 
should participate more freely in pub- 
lic affairs. 

The national leaders of political 
parties feel that it is time that the 
theory of the chronic fault-finder that 
his particular vote bears little or no 
significance should lie changed. These 
chieftains believe that the best results 
may lie obtained from intensive edu- 
cational work in various precincts. 
The opinion has been expressed that 
there are too many fault-finders within 
the various parties who complain of 
the shortcomings of their leaders or 
representatives in legislative assemb- 
lies without doing anything at election 
time to bring about desirable changes. 
In other words, active party workers 
resent the claim of grumblers to party 
labels when their actions indicate that 
they are anything but helpful to party 
welfare. 

It is a sad commentary upon the 
American citizen generally to realize 
that not 50 per cent of those qualified 
are voting. Simon Michelet, a Wash- 
ington lawyer, has made an intimate 
study of the absentee voter problem. 
Figures compiled by Mr. Michelet show 
that for every 100 votes cast for Presi- 
dent in 1920, there were 9*5 stay-at- 
homes, the total absentee vote reach- 
ing the vast aggregate of 25.705,063. 
This stay-at-home total is arrived at 
after deducting 8,467,625 disqualified 
citizens of 21 years and over, includ- 
ing about (5,200,000 alien or unnatural- 
ized foreign horns and over 2.000,900 
illiterate citizens, white and colored, 
disfranchised under the election laws 
or 12 Southern States. The stay-at- 
home vote, the study disclosed, is not 
characteristic of any particular sec- 
tion, hut is more or less common to 
every section, North or South, East or 
West. 

There are many potential voters 
who claim that the right to vote in 
several states is hedged in by require- 
ments which are very discouraging to 
a person who really desires to exer- 
cise the voting privilege. Some com- 
plain about the registration system, 
but this is a necessary procedure to 
make certain the right of citizens to 
vote. The registration lists of quail- 
, fled voters are doubly necessary in es- 
I tahlishing the right of the citizen to 
cast a ballot and to prevent duplica- 
tion and fraud. History has many in- 
stances of fradulent registration, but 
such practices have been practically 
wiped out l>y stringent election laws. 
Cases have been recorded where 
frauds have been perpetrated upon the 
public by the balloting system, but the 
present secret ballot is a development 
i of electoral system which allows the 
voter to indicate his «*r her choice of 
candidate without being intimidated. 

It is claimed that at least 75 per cent 
of the value of the absentee voting 
laws is nullified by striqgent registra- 
tion requirements. Assuming that 
here are 25.000,000 stay-at-home votes, 
it is estimated that 10 per cent of these 
potential voters, if colonized in doubt- 
ful states, would decide any close na- 
tional contest. The state committee 
of the major parties are giving due 
consideration to this condition in an 
effort to make them active electors. 
One of the principal restrictions of 
this missionary work is the numerous 
“corrupt practices" laws which limit 
I tin* expenditures of the political par- 
ties. The recent movement calling for 
;i curb on campaign contributions is 
; also another important factor, because 
! money is necessary to defray public 
, workers in locating the absentee or 
, stay-at-home votes in various com- 
munities. The parties will depend in 
a large measure upon the voluntary 
contributions of time and service by 
ardent partisans to bring about voting 
efficiency in November. The vote for 
all presidential candidates iu 1920 ag- 
gregated 26,713.832. The question Is 
‘‘what will tiie roll cull siiow in No- 
vember, 1924?"

Now comes that ever-fruitful topic 
of discussion at every Summer resort. 
We admit that the topic is introduced 
only among those who know and un- 
derstand each other. It is not one 
that may be taken up by strangers, 
like the weather, the roads, or the 
scenery. Perhaps its importance 
makes it more deeply significant. Yet 
it is among the unsolved problems, 
and one concerning which we have 
read many learned articles. In brief 
it is, “Why can some people eat so 
much and never grow fat, and others 
grow fat when they maintain a con- 
servative appetite that amounts almost 
to a diet?” Who is there who will 
offer an explanation? Of course medi- 
cal science may be consulted through 
ponderous volumes on the free library 
shelves, but even so, the phraseology 
is often so technical that the layman 
finds himself over his head and getting 
nowhere. We admit that we have not 
the strength of character to shun a 
plate of food that is beautifully cooked 
and certain to contain many more cal- 
ories than are needed for our susten- 
ance. We dislike the thought of deny- 
ing ourselves fattening morsels, and 
discourage those who tell us that we 
should “eat to live and not live to 
eat.” We have heard many lament 
over the excessive amount of adipose 
tissue they were accumulating. We 
have also heard many lean and lank 
individuals remark, irritatingly. "I 
can always eat everything in sight, 
and never gain a pound.” These are 
facts, as everyone will agree, but what 
is the answer? Who will come for- 
ward and tell us in language that is 
simple and easily comprehended by 
the mob mind why such a condition 
should exist? If such there be we 
should like to meet him. We cannot 
assure him an uncritical audience, 
however. What he may say will sat- 
isfy some, but not others. There, we 
believe, is one subject on which the 
people of our otherwise patriotic coun- 
try can never he united. We some- 
times doubt they want to be. If the 
thing were settled beyond further con- 
troversy, where would we find an 
after-dinner topic to take its place? 
It is too absorbing and too interesting, 
and the porch occupants need it to 
keep conversation going. 


might happen to us if we sought to 
say something facetious concerning 
the new traffic regulations. When we 
read the stern rebuke administered to 
a fellow newspaper man for writing 
a true story of a bewildered truck- 
driver, we decided it would he best 
for us to “lay off.” We wanted to tell 
what a good friend handed us the 
other morning. We entered his store 
ip Nonantum Square, and were greeted 
with, “It’s always interesting around 
Nonantum Square, isn’t it?” To this 
we replied, “Always, hut w'hat had 
you in mind?” “Well,” replied our 
friend, “every day there’s a new sign 
planted somewhere In the square, 
which keeps the excitement going." 
We felt at the time that our friend 
was a hit daring In making any com- 
ment on the traffic regulations, and 
hope now that the framers and adher- 
ents of these stringent rules will never 
learn his identity. We ourselves were 
going to advocate extended vacations 
for the police officers who are detailed 
for duty in the square, on the ground 
that they might well undergo a “rest 
cure” treatment. We honestly believe 
their nerves must be a trifle upset by 
their labors of the past few weeks, 
hut we would not think of placing our- 
selves on record as advising the au- 
thorities for fear of being accused of 
disloyalty. We had thought of ex- 
pressing sympathy for owners of 
motor vehicles who blunder into the 
square and thoughtlessly violate our 
amended ordinances, only to be “called 
down” by a patrolman. Our sense of 
the seriousness of the situation causes 
us to withhold any such reference. 
There are some things that puzzle us, 
but we are going to he discreet, and 
not invite an editorial wallop from 
our contemporary. Instead of indulg- 
ing ourselves, we prefer to be one of 
that solmen group who so firmly be- 
lieve in signs. 


What with filling stations and school 
houses constantly on their minds, who 
wouldn’t like to he a member of the 
Board of Aldermen? It strikes us that 
it would not he a had idea to award 
our city fathers medals of honor for 
valor. Nearly all other cities pro- 
vide compensation for aldermen. We 
believe that the lowest amount offered 
is somewhere around $500 a year. In 
Newton an alderman receives no pay. 
He fk lucky if he doesn’t get letters 
telling him that he isn’t competent 
to have a part in the city’s manage- 
ment. If someone who has voted 
for him is displeased by a ma- 
jority vote of the board, the 
poor alderman of that section of 
the city is blamed for it, although he 
may have voted the other way. Pub- 
lic service has its pleasures and its 
penalties. To have someone call you 
on the telephone and start a tirade 
against all occupants of City Hall, is 
not an uncommon experience for an 
alderman. It may be justly said he 
has brought his troubles on himself, 
but that is hardly fair. We have our- 
selves been conscious of the fact that 
we have made uncomplimentary ref- 
erences at times to those who guide 
the city’s destinies, but we never 
meant to he bitter or severe. We like 
to exercise the great American privi- 
lege of calling-down public servants 
when we think they need it, but only 
to point out what to us seems unjust 
or unnecessary. It is with all earnest- 
ness that we now cheerfully pay our 
respects to the Newton Board of Al- 
dermen for their efforts in behalf of 
their fellow citizens. They are faith- 
ful and stick to the job, as is proved 
by their sticking on hot Summer 
nights, some of which are very sticky. 
We really think that Newton people 
do appreciate what the city fathers 
seek to do in their behalf, and if they 
don’t they should ask themselves, 
"How would I like to spoil all ray 
Summer plans and spend ray time 
making Newton “no mean city”?

We are reluctant to state our views 
on the matter of penalizing drunken 
automobile drivers, for so much has 
been said and written by others that 
we fear we may tire our readers. 
There is one point, however, which 
has been almost overlooked, or to 
which little attention has been given 
in public discussion. We refer to that 
pernicious practice of seeking the in- 
tervention of some man in public life, 
who is expected to save a thoroughly 
guilty offender from serving a jail 
sentence. Among Boston politicians it 
has become an accepted part of one’s 
duties. For instance, a member of the 
Legislature, usually a Democrat, ex- 
pects to go to the police court prac- 
tically each morning, and try in every 
way possible to get one of his con- 
stituents out of the clutches of the 
law in one way or another. Here in 
Newton we know of a high official 
whose general policy has often caused 
him to ask mercy for some people 
who were not entitled to any consider- 
ation whatever. It is done largely to 
make votes, or secure one’s political 
future. From the standpoint of a 
practical politician, it is without doubt 
"good business” and as long as cer- 
tain voters believe that to lie the ob- 
ligation of the holder of an elective 
office, it will no doubt be continued. 
We deplore such conditions, and know 
that the citizens in general share our 
views.
